Petersburg, Russia in 1994, and represented the United States
at the Goodwill Games in New York in 1998; he was inducted into
the St. Louis Sports Hall of Fame in 2014, named one of the top
100 St. Louls area athletes of the century in 1999, inducted
into the Illinois Basketball Association Coaches Hall of Fame
in 1998, named National Association of Sports Officials Gold
Whistle Award winner in 1995, awarded the Missouri Athletic
Club Carol O. Bauer Award in 1994, and named the Naismith

College Official of the Year in 1992; and

WHEREAS, Ed Hightower is a current Trustee on the Lewis and
Clark Community College Board of Trustees with over 20 years of
service; he served on the Southern Illinois University Board of
Trustees for 12 years, facilitating SIUE's becoming a NCAA
Division I sports program; he was also on the St. Anthony
Hospital Board for 18 years; he is a member of the Edwardsville

Rotary Club; and

WHEREAS, Ed Hightower has a bachelor's degree, master's
degree, and specialist degree from Southern Illinois

University Edwardsville; he has a doctorate in education
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administration from St. Louis University; therefore, be it
